These floods have been described by the 
natives as “China’a sorrow*’ and the 
petitioners state that never before was 
the distress so great and heartrending 
aa now. 
The most conservative esti­ 
mates place the number of starving at 
8,OOO,0(V i and time and the increasing 
cold weather will undoubtedly greatly 
augment the distress. 
The petitioners say that they are 
daily, almost hourly, in receipt of re­ 
ports from their countrymen in the in 
terior depicting the condition of the 
famine refugee*; hundreds of villages 
are submerged, cities surrounded by 
water; homes, furniture, clothing—in 
fact, everything is under water or de­ 
stroyed, I he natives themselves are iiv 
lug in straw hat*. 
Many have ab>> 
lately no shelter from the winter’s cold 
and snow, subsisting on I Mark. willow 
twigs, root*, etc. 
The summer's crops 
have keen a failure, the seed for next 
spring’s sowing is gone*, and there is 
nothing for those starring millions to 
hope for in the future. 
“ With our knowledge of the terrible 
want prevailing,” says the American 
committee, “we venture to call upon 
the charitable in our home land to assist 
us in trying to alleviate at least a por­ 
tion of this misery. 
Therefore we shall 
be glad to receive contributions of money 
aud cora. 
We earnestly beg ths mer­ 
chants and others on the Pacific coost to 
contribute a steamer load of corn; the 
natives of Shan Tung, unlike those 
down south, subsist upon cora, and we 
believe that if the gralumen of the west 
will ship to the United States consul at 
Ghee Foo direct from the Pacific slope a 
steamer laded with corn it will be the 
means of not only saving thousands of 
lives, but of opening a market of from 
15,000,000 to 30,000,000 consumers later 
on, as under normal conditions Ameri­ 
can corn can easily compete with native, 
and, if this corn be sent, we guarantee 
that it will be distributed under the di­ 
rect and personal supervision of Ameri­ 
cans now residing in rn* near the sub­ 
merged district*. 
We ask few money to be sent to the 
United States consul here, with which 
food, clothing and stock can be bought 
far the sufferers, and we guarantee a 
strict accounting for every dollar thus 
received, 
Shan Tong is peculiarly in 
foresting to American merchant*, as the 
best market for their products in all 
China; to the missionaries because there 
are five denominations represented com­ 
prising 118 mi a Its, scattered all over 
this vast province, and to whom we 
look to assist us in distributing such re­ 
lief as we may receive.
